The abstract has been replaced as: 

--It is an object of the present invention to provide a dielectric paste 
for a spacer layer of a multi-layered ceramic electronic component which 
5 does not dissolve a binder contained in a layer adjacent to the spacer layer of the 
multi-layered ceramic electronic component and can reliably prevent defects from being 
generated in a multi-layered ceramic electronic component. A dielectric paste for 
forming a spacer layer according to the 10 present invention contains a butyral system 
resin as a binder and at least one solvent selected from the group consisting of 
dihydroterpinyl oxyethanol, terpinyl oxyethanol, d-dihydrocarveol, l-citronellol, I- 
perillylalcohol and acetoxy-methoxyethoxy-cyclohexanol acetate as a solvent--. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-7 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: Although Nakano and Takada teach making dielectric layer 
where the polyvinyl butyral is used as a binder and a solvent. However the solvent used

with polyvinyl butyral it is not Citronellol or any solvents listed in claim 1. T. Yasuda (JP 
publication: 09017687) teaches using polyvinyl butyral and an organic solvent such as 
dihydroterpinyl, however does not teach dihydroterpinyl oxyethanol. Although Citroneloll 
is acrylic mono terpenoid, but the said reference doesn't teach mono terpenoid as well.

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 12/10/08, with respect to claim 1 
rejection have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims 
has been withdrawn.
